Use of Sewage Sludge 
To the Editor: 


get a real surprise when you drive 

out of the burning deserts and waste- 
lands into Boulder City, Colo., where you 
find beautiful green lawns and vigorous 
trees. One of the reasons is that Boulder 
City operates a sewage sludge plant and 


uses the sludge to fertilize its soil. San 
Francisco, Calif., also operates a sewage 


sludge plant, and what the city does not 
use in its parks and gardens it allows the 
people to haul away for use in their own 
gardens. Pasadena also uses its sewage 
sludge, and Los Angeles expects to soon. 
When in Las Vegas, Nev., another veteran 
and I asked if we could have the sewage 
sludge if we cleaned out the pits. We used 
it a good way out in the desert. When the 
city saw how well we were doing with it, the 
authorities had a sewage plant built. 

It seems to me that all cities and towns 
should use their sewage in this way instead 
of disposing of it as most of them do. It 
really puts life into the soil. 

I use a sewage sludge put up by the 
Kellogg Supply Co. of Wilmington, Calif. 
I mix the sludge with two-thirds peatmoss 
and plant my bulbs and plants in it. The 
results have been most _ satisfactory.—

FEW months ago, an item in one of 

the English garden magazines caught 

my eye because it had to do with 
experiments conducted at the John Innes 
Horticultural Institution on the watering 
of seedlings. According to this report, 
the Institution, which until ten years ago 
had been concerned primarily with genet 
ical research, extended its field of activ- 
ity to include practical, everyday garden 
problems. Such matters as seed com- 
post and greenhouse design and situation 
were tackled, and the results finally 
were summarized in a book under the 
title “Science and the Greenhouse” by 
W. J. C. Lawrence. 

One phase of experimental work was 
to test traditional beliefs which are 
passed on from one generation to an- 
other. For instance, a common belief is 
to “always take the chill off the water 
before watering seedlings or the tender 
young roots will be damaged and _per- 
haps even killed.” As it happened. tests 
made with identical batches of seedlings 
growing under exactly the same con- 
ditions proved that there was no signifi- 
cant difference between the ones watered 
with cold water and those getting warm 
water. 

By applying similar methods to other 
ideas, it was found that many of the 
gardeners cherished beliefs have no 
foundation in fact. 

At this point. | can hear one group of 
gardeners rising in defense of their pet 
theory-—the African violet fans who will 
hold fast to their claim that their plants 
must always be watered with warm water 
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for if cold water is used it causes di 
coloration of the leaves. There appears 
to be evidence available to substantiat 
this theory. and in fact there is a pro! 
itable field for research here which could 
and should be undertaken by more o! 
our own experiment stations. 

It would be easy to select a number of 
highly controversial topics now, such as 
methods of making compost employing 
various preparations, both chemical and 
organic; the value, or otherwise, of 
everyday earthworms, or hybrid earth- 
worms in the soil where different kinds of 
plants are being grown in the various 
parts of the country; the value, or other- 
wise. of vermiculite as an ingredient in 
soil mixtures for ornamental plants or 
house plants; a comparative study of rose 
pruning and its relationship to bloom 
production and plant growth. 

Readers. I’m sure, could add dozens of 
topics to the list—all worthy of scientific 
investigation which will yield practical 
information. 


UR cover this month could be called 

a preview to tulip-time. This view 
pictured here was a section of a plant 
ing made two years ago at The New 
York Botanical Garden in the Bronx, 
N. Y.. to demonstrate the use of tulips 
in color combinations to harmonize one 
with another and with other seasonal 
material. In the foreground is the tulip 
variety Northern Queen with Rose 
Beauty in the background. The shrub 
with rose-colored blooms is a Kurume 
azalea of unknown variety, we are told. 
Incidently, the vicinity of New York is 
about the northern limit of hardiness for 
this type of azalea. 


There are three novel features about this 
weathervane, the picture of which came to 
us from J. P. Warnimont of Roselle, III. 
In the first place, it is a family affair, and 
as you see the letters read L and J no 
matter which way the vane turns. And the 
L J stands for Lil and Jack. Secondly, th: 
vane is mounted on a shaft which extends 
down into the greenhouse with an indicator 
inside so that the wind direction can b« 
noted regardless of the condition of th: 
glass. Finally, their greenhouse specialties. 
orchids and African violets, are part of th: 
design.

How to grow 


Brussel Sprouts 


By EVERETT S. HENDERSON 


T has long been a mystery to me why 
so few home gardeners grow Brussels 
sprouts. Is it because people do not 

like to eat them or because they think 
they are difficult to raise? 

I really think that most people have aa 
idea they are a delicacy obtainable only 
at a fancy price at better restaurants and 
green grocers. Apparently they have not 
realized that Brussels sprouts are close 
relatives of the cabbage and just as 
easy to grow. | find them easier! When 
I offer the surplus sprouts from my gar- 
den to neighbors, they seem ready enough 
to accept, cook and eat them. So it must 
be that they do not know how easy they. 
are to raise. 

Since one or two plants will yield a 
quart of sprouts at a picking and then 
produce a few more for later harvest, 
Brussels sprouts do not take up much 
space in the garden. [ make two plant- 
ings, each to occupy no more than fifteen 
to twenty feet of row, for a family of two 
adults and two children, 

While it is possible to get an earlier 
crop by starting plants indoors, I always 
sow the seed outdoors in the latter half 
of May, seeding only 2 or 3 feet of the 
row which has been reserved for them. 
When the seedlings are 4 to 6 inches high. 
they are lifted gently, the best ones se- 
lected, and reset 20 inches apart for 
the full length of the row with rows 
about 30 inches .apart. 

Cardboard collars or old plant bands 
are pressed into the soil around the stems 
to protect them from cutworms. I usually 
open a hole for each plant before lifting

While the water is soaking into 
the soil, I dig the seedlings and plant 
them as rapidly as possible. 

From then on, the plants receive no

The reason I do not start the plants in- 
doors for an early crop is that. much as 
I like them, I do not want them all the 
year around. They are so hardy and 
“frost-proof” that they can be picked 
from my garden in southern Michigan 

late as Christmas every year. The cli- 
mate here is about the same as that in 
Connecticut where I formerly lived. 

Since the May planting is ready for 
the table by late August, a second plant- 
ing must be made in early July to provide 
sprouts up until late December. The 
second crop is handled just like the first 
except that the short seed row is covered 
with a board to keep the soil moist and 
soft until the seedlings are up and the 
transplants are shaded for a few days to 
prevent wilting. A couple of old shingles 
stuck into the ground, slanting over the 
plants like a tent, do the shading nicely 
and are removed as plants take hold. 

Of the varieties of Brussels sprouts 
which have been given a trial in my very 
average soil, which is well drained, Cats- 
kill has done the best although Long 
Island Improved, the variety most com- 
monly grown, has been a close runner-up. 
lhe Catskill makes slightly lower, better 
looking plants, begins bearing a little 
earlier and has the best flavor in my esti- 
mation. From the ground nearly to the 
top the stalks are crowded with the de- 
lectable miniature cabbages, which are 
cooked whole. They are also excellent for 
quick freezing.

Looks at RB New books 


By ESTHER C. GRAYSON 





TAYLOR’S ENCYCLOPEDIA OF GAR- 
DENING, edited by Norman Taylor. 
Illus. 1225 pages. The American Gar- 
den Guild, Inc. and Houghton Mifflin 
Co., Boston. $5.00. 


This is a new, revised and rechecked 
edition of the book originally entitled 
“The Garden Dictionary,” edited by Nor- 
man Taylor, which was awarded the gold 
medal of the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society for horticultural achievement. 


New sections have been added on such. 


subjects as soilless gardening, pest con- 
trol, vegetable storing and deep freezing, 
and plant hormones. 

In going over the new edition this 
reviewer was especially interested in 
variety lists given under the headings of 
special flowers, for it is here that revised 
editions of old boeks often fall short. The 
results of the check were rather uneven. 
There are a number of recent rose varie- 
ties mentioned, for instance, but chrysan- 
themums, narcissus, tulips and _ lilies 
would profit by the addition of many new 
but proven varieties. Though the outline 
describing the main articles in the work 
states that there are “special cultural 
articles on the best varieties” of a num- 
ber of popular flowers “and how to grow 
them”, many of the articles under this 
head give no varieties at all, only species. 
Delphinium, marigold and primula are 
cases in point. The same criticism may 
justly be made of the articles on vege- 
tables and fruits. 

Unlike E. L. D. Seymour’s “Garden 
Encyclopedia,” the “Encyclopedia of 
Gardening” contains signed articles on 
many subjects by eminent horticultural 
authorities. These include A. B. Stout, 
B. Y. Morrison, H. B. Tukey, Helen 
Morgenthau Fox, Ira N. Gabrielson, John 
C. Wister, James G. Esson, Montague 
Free and Robert S. Lemmon. Among 
the contributors who were prominent in 
horticulture but who have passed on since 
the “The Garden Dictionary” was printed 
are J. F. Spingarn, J. Horace McFarland, 
Leonard Barron, Louise Beebe Wilder 
and T. A. Weston. 

The work deals with all phases of 
gardening, with soils and soil operations, 
climate and hardiness garden planning 
and design, propagation and plant breed- 
ing, pests, and so on. It is easy to find 
any article or subject, since each is in its 
alphabetical order. 
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A BC OF ORCHID GROWING, ' 
John V. Watkins, Illus. 134 page 
Zif-Davis Publication Co., Chicag: 
$3.00. 


At last we have a book on orchids for 
the amateur. Though the author is an 
authority on orchid culture, he has writ 
ten in non-technical language, telling 
what can be grown in the home green- 
house and under what conditions. 

The first section is devoted to the 
orchid plant and flower and to the ma- 
terials and equipment used for potting. 
Section 2 covers general culture, propa- 
gation and hybridizing. This section in- 
cludes information on raising orchids 
from seeds, the care of young seedlings 
and the cutting and packing of blooms. 

In the third section Mr. Watkins takes 
up the special culture of each type, even 
including less widely known genera. 
“Orchids in the Landscape” and “Pests 
and Their Control” complete the book, 
together with Appendix A. devoted to a 
table for mixing sprays, baits and soils. 
and Appendix B, a glossary of terms 
used by orchidists. 

The photographic illustrations include 
“how to do it” pages on culture and care, 
types of greenhouses for amateurs, and 
portraits of specimen blooms. 


PACIFIC COAST GARDENING GUIDE, 
by Norvell Gillespie, 306 pages. Double-

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Rare Woody Plants 


EW people realize that a special pro- 
gram for distributing new or rare 
ornamental woody plants has been ear- 
ried on for eight years by the Arnold 
Arboretum, Harvard University. The dis- 
tribution of new or rare ornamentals 
of high quality has been one of the func- 
tions of the arboretum since it was estab- 
lished in 1872 but a general program 
was begun in 1941 so that plants are now 
specifically grown for the nurseryman. 
The plants are offered to nurserymen 
under the agreement that they be neither 
sold nor patented but used only for 
propagation by the nurserymen receiv- 
ing them. Volume 8, Numbers 9-12, of 
Arnoldia, a Bulletin of Popular Informa- 
tion published by the Arnold Arboretum. 
Harvard University, Jamaica Plain, Mass. 


Malus Dorothea has yellow fruit. Flowers, 
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(available for 25 cents), describes plants 
sent to commercial propagators. These 
plants were first introduced in the United 
States by the Arnold Arboretum. For 
adventurous gardeners who would like to 
try some of this material in their gardens 
they also list cooperating nurseries. 

The accompanying photographs show 
Malus Dorothea which was distributed to 
nurserymen in 1948. Consequently, it 
will not be available to the public for 
several years. However, Malus Katherine 
which has double flowers over 2 inches in 
diameter is already available. The deep 
pink flower buds open into lighter flowers 
which gradually fade white. These are 
followed by small red fruits, making this 
double-flowered crab apple one of the 
best of its kind.

Plant for Permanence... 
* Allegheny Shadbush 


By Ben BLACKBURN 


HE shadbushes or Juneberries are a 

perplexing lot to distinguish from 

each other. and they have been the 
source of much confusion and no little dis- 
comfiture among botanists. Of the spe- 
cies in the group possessing outstanding 
ornamental value. Amelanchier laevis is 
easily identified. and home gardeners 
would do well to note the many fine char- 
acteristics of this small tree. It was set 
apart as a distinct species and named 
Amelanchier laevis 
amelanchier—by the late Professor Kar] 
M. Wiegand. of Cornell University, to 
resolve the dual personality and ambigu- 
ous treatment of Amelanchier canadensis 
in botanical records and manuals. 

The approved common name, Alle- 
gheny shadbush, has occasionally been 
applied to other species, but these also 
are now better defined and it is hoped 
that the slate can be kept in order. 
(Gardeners may feel this is placing a 
very trying requirement on the botanists 
responsible for plant identities and 
names, though it is certainly a salutary 
one! ) 

Allegheny shadbush has an unusally 
wide distribution as a wild plant. It is 
native over a great portion of eastern 
North America—from Newfoundland di- 
agonally across Quebec and Ontario to 
the vast area around the Great Lakes, 
through Minnesota and southward across 


| eastern Kansas and into Oklahoma. The 


range extends from Canada southward 
over the northeastern states through Vir- 
ginia and then, forsaking the coast and 
keeping to the highlands, it reaches on to 
encompass Alabama and Mississippi, ex- 
cept along the southern coastal strip 
bordering the Gulf of Mexico, before 
joining the southern extension in Okla- 
homa across the Mississippi River. Such 
a dispersal suggests great hardiness and 
adaptability to many soil types and other 
environmental conditions, and_ these 
assumptions are reliable if one keeps in 
n:ind that the tree always grows in acid 
soils. 

In early spring, as the young leaves of 
Allegheny shadbush push out on the ex- 
panding shoots they are decidedly red- 
dish and remain folded along the midrib 
for several days. In addition, even when 
expanding, the leaves are quite smooth 
(hence Dr. Wiegand’s name) and lack-

As a matter of 
iact. the lack of hairs on the leaves from 
the early stage is itself sufficient to sep- 
arate this species from all shadbushes 
generally encountered except Amelan- 
chier florida of the western part of the 
country.

The western species may be dis- 
tinguished by its smaller leaves, rarely 
over 11% inches in length. while Alle- 
gheny shadbush has leaves mostly more 
than 2 inches long. In general, speci- 
mens of this plant soon reach 10 feet in 
height and then start to develop a well- 
balanced rounded crown of branches. 
Old plants often surpass 20 feet, and 
occasionally some reach- 35, but these 
are mostly in woodlands where competi- 
tion for light has forced growth upward. 
Typically a plant has one trunk, or 
occasionally 2 or 3, but in the northern 
part of the range the habit of growth is 
lower and more shrub-like. 

The principal landscape beauty. of this 
plant rests in its flowers which open in 
early spring—usually for one week in 
April over the southern and central por- 
tion of the range, and in May for the 
northern section. The flowers are about 
ene inch across, with the five petals 
around the edge of a shallow greenish 
cup or receptacle characteristic of other 
members of the Rose Family and bearing 
strong resemblances to such cousins as

The fruits that 
follow develop to the size of large peas 
and turn from green to dark purple and 
finally almost to black. By early summer 
they are sweet and palatable and so much 
esteemed by birds that few remain long 
on the trees. 


In the Appalachian woodlands where 
they are most abundant, Allegheny shad- 
bushes stand out spectacularly in autumn 


coloring. This fall beauty is more last- 
ing than the displays of bloom and 
fruits. The foliage of most trees goes 


through transitions of coppery pinks and 
soft reds, with here and there a specimen 
turning rich yellow, and then the leaves 
are swept away in the wild gusts of 
October and November. 


This small tree is outstanding both in 
wild garden plantings and in formal ones 
as well. The delicate texture and refined 
quality of Allegheny shadbushes through- 
out the year commend them also for plant- 
ings near buildings. In this respect. they 
may be used in the same way as flowering 
dogwoods—as a feature specimen for a 
paved terrace or near a window or porch

Here 
it would be wise to start with the most 
hardy wild flowers and ferns, occasionally 
experimenting with a few of the rarer 
ones. But, always determine before plant- 


| ing, whether your soil is acid, neutral or 


alkaline. In the autumn it would be well 
to add alight covering of leaves if no 
natural fall of leaves is likely to reach 


the spot. Oak, hickory, tulip, birch, elm, | 


dogwood and sugar maple leaves are to 
be preferred for this purpose. Surprising 





results are often obtained with a l-inch | 


mulch of well-rotted sawdust. 


Some trees, such as Norway maples, | 


present a trying problem in any garden 
because they are very shallow rooted and 
form a mass of thick fibrous roots which 
take all the nourishment from the soil 
over a wide area. However, successful 
wild gardens have been made under Nor- 
way maples simply by grubbing the 
ground deeply before planting and mix- 
ing in oak sawdust and humus equally. 
It is important to keep the Norway 
maples fed by supplying them with tree 


food placed in drill holes at a depth well | 


below the roots of the wild flowers.

Improving a Strawberry 


By CHARLES 0. DEAN, 


prove Baron Solemacher strawberry 

I tried to get as much information 

as possible about its development.

duces heavily. The problem was to retain 
its delicious flavor, aroma and heavy 
bearing qualities but to increase its size. 
To accomplish this, heavy bearing plants 
were selected and crossed with a runner- 
less type of an everbearing berry. 

My first cross was made in 1945 and 
seeds from this were planted in 1946. 
In that year, 1946, I made no cross but 
planted seed from these plants in 1947. 
The crop of berries produced in 1947 
was good but not large. 

I recrossed these plants with the 
original cross and planted these seeds in 
1948. On June 3, 1948 the plants of the 
1947 planting started to bear fruit and 
the berries were of average size. On July 
9 they started to bear large berries and 
have borne various sizes since. I tabu- 
lated the berries on two of the 1947 
plants. One plant bore 275 berries to 
December 15, and the other 252 berries. 
The largest number of berries picked 
from one plant in one day was 15. 

In 1948 plants of the 1947 crossing 
started to bear on July 11 and of the 
two plants that were checked one pro- 
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( Mass.) 


duced 123 berries the other 102. They 
have borne many large berries as well as 
various sizes and shapes. 

Second year plants started to bear in 
1948 on June 14 and they continued to 
bear until we had a real freeze which was 
October 19 when the thermometer regis- 
tered 20 degrees above zero. I did not 
start to tabulate the production of the 
1948 plants until August 11. Since that 
date until October 22 they bore 3533 ber- 
ries on about 45 plants. 

Now for those who would like to try 
their skill at improving strawberries my 
methods are these. To make a cross suc- 
cessfully, fully ripe pollen must be trans- 
ferred to the stigma in the center of a 
blossom. The plants to be used are se- 
lected first; the blossoms must not yet be 
open, After removing the stamens from 
the plant which is to bear the seed all 
blossoms are covered with cellophane 
bags. Then, preferably in midforenoon of 
a sunny day. pick the stamens from one 
plant and brush them on the stigma of 
the blossoms on the other. Cover with 
cellophane, tie securely and hope Nature 
will cooperate. 

I usually start the seeds in February in 
my greenhouse. They germinate best in 
a night temperature of 68° alternated 
with an 86° temperature during the day. 
At one time I planted the seeds in a small 
hotbed using a 25 watt lamp as a source 
of heat to maintain a 72° temperature 
and a brooder thermostat to control it. 
In this hotbed I used a 2-inch pot within 
a 6-inch bulb pot. The drainage hole of 
the small pot was plugged with either a 
cork or putty. This small pot is kept 
filled with water and the capillary action 
of this center pot keeps the sand with 
which the outside is filled,. sufficiently 
wet to take care of the seed germination. 
I use sand or vermiculite and cover the 
top of the sand with either finely sifted 
spaghnum moss or vermiculite. To give 
the plants enough fertilizer to get a 
start, a half teaspoonful of powdered 
saltpetre to a half cup of water is used 
to one square foot of surface. 

When the plants have their first true 
leaves I transplant to 2-inch plant bands 
and as soon as the weather permits, which 
is usually the last of Magch or early 
April, I move them to the coldframe. 

Planted under hotkaps in the garden 
until the weather is warm, growth is 
speeded up and earlier berries will be 
had. If there is a dry spell cut a small 
slit in the side of the hotkap and with a

small nozzle watering can attend to the 
plants’ moisture needs. 

Allow plants enough room in planting 
for they grow as tall as 11% inches with 
a spread of 16 to 18 inches. Space th 
plants 18 inches apart in rows 2 fee: 
apart. Use a mixture of half bonemea! 
and half dehydrated cow manure in the 
soil, mixing a handful around each 
plant. About a month or six weeks afte: 
planting I give them a shot of nitrog: 
in the form of a tablespoon of ammo- 
nium nitrate to a gallon of water. During 
the growing season I give them an appli- 
cation of commercial plant food in liquid 
form, one tablespoon to one gallon of 
water, applying it every two weeks. Leaf- 
spot is the only disease my plants have 
had.

white papery dead spot with purple or 
reddish border. Spraying or dusting at 
two week intervals from the beginning 
of the season with a preparation contain- 
ing copper keeps this under control. 

One need not make a separate bed of 
these plants but may use them as a 
border to flower beds. If you will alter- 
nate each plant with the blue lobelia you 
will have a red (berry) white (bloom) 
and blue (lobelia) effect which is very 
pretty. Do not place the plants in back 
of this border too close to it for the 
strawberry plants like breathing space. 

For winter protection I mulch the 
rows with about two or three inches of 
salt hay or straw taking care to cover the 
tops of the plants lightly so they will not 
be smothered.

Farther on 
is a sweet gum, which has star-shaped 
leaves that turn a gorgeous purple in the 
fall. 

They are like old friends. There’s a 
sassafras tree, like the one that grew in 
the lane when as a boy you'd reach up, 
grab a twig from a load of hay and chew 
it all the way into the mow. And a hazel- 
nut bush stands at the edge of a little 
cJearing, drinking in the sun. 

But there’s something different about 
this woodlot. Then you suddenly realize 
it’s really not a woodlot after all. There’s 
an artistry about it that would have been 
lost had nature run rampant. 

Gone is the underbrush. Each tree 
seems to have its place. And all about 
is a carpet of glorious wild flowers. 

The doctor planned it that way. He did 
it by cutting. And he did it himself on 
the weekends and summer days he spends 
here in his charming bit of woodland. 

The trail to the left dips slightly over 
a rise. There at the foot is a brook with 
stepping stones, seemingly placed by 
nature, so you don’t get your feet wet in 
crossing. 

Even the stones glisten a welcome, 
unmarred by excessive lichens. The rich 
yellow of the marsh marigold bordering 
the stream is a sight of delight in the 
spring. So are the bluebells, the trailing 
arbutus and the golden yellow of the dog- 
tooth violet. 

It’s a riot of color all spring. The 
bellworth in May, then the May apples 
that grow in a 10-foot circle, and the 
woodlily blooms. Dutchman’s breeches 
with their fern-like leaves come in June 
with the purplish pink flowers of the wild 
ceranium and the red, white and varie- 
gated trilliums. 

But the colors afoot in the spring are 
merely the heralds of the brilliance in 
the fall when the yellow, copper. red and 
purple gold come into the leaves of the 
trees. 

The trail goes on, then veers sharply 
to the right. Laurel and rhododendron on 
either side—fragile pinkish white when 
they bloom in June and July—are sur- 
passed only by the dogwood at the end 
o! the trail. There you stand and pause 
at the old rail fence. Three Jersey cows 
graze peacefully in the pasture of the 
farmer next door. 

You turn and wend your way slowly 
back another trail, as charming as the 
first, completely engrossed by this bit of 
woodland, this three-acre Eden. 

What the doctor has done anyone can 
do with a woodlot, or a grove of trees. 
The grove need not be pretentious. It 
doesn’t require wealth. These are not

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Plants Do 


or Do Not WOUCE 


@ By ALEX LAURIE Ohio State University, Columbus 


HY don’t my plants flower? Prob- 

ably this plaintive question is 

raised oftener than any other that 
has to do with gardening. As likely as 
not, too, the complaining gardener will 
go on to say that he gives considerable 
attention to fertilization, to watering and 
to cultivation, but still his plants do not 
flower as well as those in his neighbor’s 
garden. Why? he asks, and if his morale 
is low enough he will probably repeat, 
with emphasis, Why? 

Well, to answer our unhappy ques- 
tioner with anything like <cccurate infor- 
mation we would have to actually see 
what his conditions are with respect to 
type of soil, kind of fertilizer, drainage, 
and light and shade factors. Even then 
we might not be able to solve his prob- 
lem entirely, because the kinds of plants 
grown also play a part in the overall pic- 
ture. So, briefly, let’s start at the begin- 
ning. 

Before plants can flower they must 
make satisfactory leaf growth. This is 
because the leaves are the manufacturing 
agents. They absorb oxygen and carbon 
dioxide from the air; then. in the pres- 
ence of adequate sunlight and the green 
coloring matter in the leaves, they con- 
vert these materials, when combined with 
water from the soil, into such foods as 
sugars and starches. These are trans- 
located to other parts of the plant and, 
when combined with nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, potassium, etc., they produce 
compounds which are responsible for cell 
division and growth. 

To be able to produce such growth, 
most plants have to be grown in a well

aerated, properly drained soil, with ade- 
quate supplies of moisture and fertilizers 
at specific times of the year. These facts. 
of course, are generalities and do not 
answer the particular question, “Why 
don’t my plants flower?” But they do give 
us some leads. 

To produce flowers we have to have 
good root action. and for the great ma- 
jority of garden plants this presupposes 
a well drained, porous soil. It also means 
that such elements in the soil as phos- 
phorous, potassium. calcium and mag- 
nesium must be present in adequate 
An application of manure and 
complete fertilizer to the soil usually 
takes care of this, and such mulches as 
ground corncobs. cotton seed hulls or 
chopped straw are of considerable help. 

You may note that nitrogen in what- 
ever form is not mentioned in connection 
with root formation—not that it is not 
needed, but because it is needed in 
smaller quantities. That’s the secret of 
good flowering. Too much nitrogen will 
produce a lot of foliage at the expense 
of flowers. This is particularly true of 
plants which naturally flower better in 
soils of low fertility. 

For example. let’s take such familiar 
annuals as celosia. cleome, convolvulus, 
calliopsis, eschscholtzia. small flowered 
petunia, phlox or portulaca. Give these 
full sunlight so that sugars and starches 
are manufactured properly in the leaves; 
grow them in sandy, well drained soil 
with comparatively little nitrogen (this 
means that one application of a com- 
plete fertilizer may be enough in the 
spring): apply water only when abso- 
lutely necessary (just before wilting) 
and you'll have short-grown plants full 
of flower, with perhaps small leaves of 
light green. What you have done, actu- 
ally. is to balance the carbohydrates (the 
sugars and starches), which are respons- 
ible for initiation of flower buds, with the 
nitrogen in such a way as to have the 


amounts. 


former predominate. That is why in 
sandy, sunny, hot regions such plants as 
mentioned above are a riot of color. Give 
them a lot of water and much nitrogen 
and away they go into marvelous foliage 
specimens but with few flowers. 

The same situation may be observed 
in such herbaceous perennials as an- 
themis, Asclepias tuberosa, asters, Eu- 
phorbia corollata, gaillardia, gypsophila, 
hemerocallis, liatris, limonium and yucca. 
In this connection it is well to note that 
the light factor cannot be overlooked. 
In shady or partially shady locations less 
flowering may be expected, based on the 
fact that with less sunlight there is less 
food manufacture, hence larger and more 
profuse foliage with fewer flowers. Yet 
there is a good deal of selectivity among 
plants and we find many herbaceous per- 
ennials which do well in partial shade— 
aconitum, ajuga, anemone, aquilegia, 
aruncus, asperula, begonia, chelidonium, 
cimicifuga, convallaria, dicentra, dictam- 
nus, digitalis, echinacea, eupatorium, 
helleborus, hesperis, hosta, lysimachia, 
mertensia, monarda, myosotis, oenothera, 


polemonium, primula, pulmonaria, ran- 


unculus, thalictrum, trillium. trollius, 
veronica, viola. These plants should not 
be fertilized too heavily with nitrogenous 
materials, when grown in partial shade, 
or else they will become too leafy. 

If a question has not already arisen in 
your mind, we would like to forestall it. 
Sounds like a contradiction, doesn’t it, 
when we talk about the need of sunlight 
for food manufacture, and in the next 
breath give you a whole list of plants 
which flower wéll in the shade or par- 
tial shade. But the fact is that most of 
these plants flower fairly early in the 
season—and that applies to early flower- 
ing bulbs too—and the flower buds are 
initiated in the spring before the foliage 
on trees or other plants which do the 
shading has appeared.

The rule for fertilizer should be: 
Rather too little than too much. Gladi- 
olus prefer slightly acid soil and, gen- 
erally, a fertilizer rather low in_nitro- 
gen and high in phosphate and potash 
should be used. Many growers sprinkle 
fertilizer in the bottom of the trenches, 
covering it with an inch or so of soil be- 
fore setting the corms. However, it is 
better to use no fertilizer at planting 
time and then to apply a side dressing 
after the plants reach a height of about 
6 inches. 

This is done because it is better to let 
the plants send down long shoots in 
search of plant food before it is actually 
given. If it is too readily available the 
plants are likely to become “lazy” so 
that the root system does not develop to a 
maximum. Side dressed fertilizer should 
be placed in a trench about 6 inches on 
either side of the rows and then raked in. 
Raking in is important. After the flowers 
have been cut. another side dressing of 
fertilizer will help in developing .a 
stronger corm for next season’s planting. 

Something for beginners to note is 
that the corm you will harvest and plant 
next summer is not the one you planted 
this summer. Each year a new corm 
forms above the old one and develops at 
the base of the growing plant. How well 
that corm grows and how much energy it 
has stored in it will determine the quality 
of next season’s bloom. What is done for 
the gladiolus plant between flower cut- 
ting and corm harvesting is therefore of 
utmost importance. Treat it well. 

In planting gladiolus the bed should 
be well prepared to a depth of at least 
8 or 10 inches. Like most growing things, 
gladiolus respond magnificently to a soil 
well-enriched with humus. Get this from 
well-rotted cow manure, a compost heap, 
or by turning under green cover crops. 











This is simply good garden practice. 

Planting may begin as soon as the soil 
is dry in spring. In most parts of the 
country it may continue until about the 
second week in July, later as we move 
south. Large corms should be set in a 
trench, or in an opening made with a 
bulb setter or trowel, to a depth of at 
least 6 inches. Small corms are not set 
as deeply. A good rule is to set the corms 
to a depth roughly four times their diam- 
eter. 

The trick in growing extra fine speci- 
mens, is to plant deeply enough to dis- 
courage all growth except from one eye 
of the corm. Many amateurs take pride 
in the fact that a large corm will often 
send up two, three, or even more shoots 
from one corm, Of course more corms 
will be harvested and as many flower 
spikes as there are shoots may be cut 
from the original corm. But quality suf- 
fers when a corm develops more than one 
plant—both the quality of the flowers 
and that of the new corms harvested. So 
long as the corms make only one plant 
and produce only one new corm the qual- 
ity will remain high. Deep planting also 
helps during the hot dry part of summer 
for the roots are then far enough in the 
soil to take advantage of added coolness 
and moisture. 
Gladiolus respond readily to care 
while growing, which means use the hoe 
and garden rake frequently. The soil 
should be kept loose and friable at all 
times so that air may get down to the 
roots where it is needed. It also leaves 
a dust mulch to retain moisture. 

In dry seasons, if there is a choice 
between using the hose and the hoe, use 
the hoe! A good mulch of dust is worth 
more than This doesn’t 
mean that the ground should be worked 
deeply after the plants are established. 
It shouldn’t be worked to a depth of more 
than 2 inches otherwise the many lateral 
roots will be cut off. Fertilizer and water 
will both help produce the prize-winning 
spike of gladiolus, but it is the loose 
friable with the dust mulch that 
helps most.

Once upon a time, so the story goes, 
there were no thrips and few gladiolus 
diseases. Then came the thrips and many 
growers gave up. But the pests now may 
be combatted in a number of ways, and 
without too much trouble. Commercial 
growers may take their choice of any 
number of sprays and dips. For the ama- 
teur who has started with good clean 
stock the suggestion is that he use only 
DDT to keep the plants clean. A 5 per 
cent DDT dust or a spray made accord- 
ing to manufacturer’s directions with 


either the 25 or 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der will keep all thrips away from gladi- 
olus if used about every two weeks until 
the flower spikes appear. For further

precautions dust the corms with a coat- 
ing of 5 per cent DDT dust after they 
have been harvested. This may be left 
on all during the storage period. If 
plants are treated with DDT and kept 
growing properly one can ignore the 
lengthy dissertations on disease and pest 
control and have better flowers. 

Before cutting gladiolus blossoms re- 
member that next year’s flower will be 
determined by the growth made in the 
new corm after the flower spike has come 
and gone. Obviously, that new corm will 
not develop properly without plenty of 
leaf remaining to manufacture the plant 
food and keep the whole plant growing 
normally. With that thought in mind it 
is easy to see that the flower must be cut 
without taking away all the leaves—at 
least four good ones should be left. 

Use a knife with a fairly small blade.

From now on, except 
where I want to check varieties and pro- 
duction, I'll never plant more than a 20- 
foot row of any bean. Rival, by the way, 
turned out to be the only bean I’ve ever 
put in my mouth that could be said to be 
100 per cent free of rag or fiber. Until 
now, every bean, no matter how string- 
less, had a trace of rag or fiber when 
1eady for picking. Rival literally melts 
in your mouth, it’s that tender. 

Not only can we cultivate shorter rows 
and feed more heavily, we can_ start 
plants indoors to get longer bearing from 
crops which ordinarily take too much 
work for their short productive season. 

Melons are a good example. Most of 
us fuss with this touchy crop and are 
lucky to get a few insipid fruits just be- 
fore frost kills the vines. While we more 
than make back the price of our seed and 
fertilizer at present-day fruit prices, we 
can do so much better that we ought to 
try. 

Old-timers tell us melons are easy. Yet 
most of them can’t tell you why you 
failed. The secret is that in the old days 
every home garden lay under a thick coat- 
ing of manure all winter long and that 
overcoat was turned under in spring to 
stuff the soil with organic matter. Melons 
love organic matter. Perhaps they need 
some minor elements released by decay- 
ing manure, or the aeration supplied, or 
perhaps the high water holding capacity 
of organic matter is the big factor. I 
suspect, though, that the real reason is 
that the vine crop roots need a loose, 
friable soil in which to grow. 

Today we can’t afford manure at $5.00 
to $10.00 a yard. But you can still grow 
Use the material 
from your compost heap. Hollow out a 
space the size of a bushel basket. fill it 
with good rich soil and plant your seeds.

Your vines will grow like Jack’s bean- 
stalk and produce in proportion. What's 
more the fruits will be sweet and full of 
fiavor. (Poor melon flavor, by the way, is 
usually the result of poor growth and low 
temperatures).

ease control is out of 
that the best approach to this serious 
plant problem is selective treatment— 
giving individually valuable elms the best 
possible care and letting inferior trees go. 

Despite the fact that there is still no 
final answer to the question of control, 
certain practices have given fair success 
in keeping healthy elms healthy. Scien- 
tists are coming closer and closer to a 
definite answer and, in the meantime, 
those measures which have been success- 
ful to a certain degree, are helpful in 
keeping the disease in check. 

One of these methods is the application 


of DDT to kill the elm bark 


beetle. This is the insect that spreads 


sprays 


Dutch elm disease from tree to tree. In 
the fall, female beetles lay eggs in the 
bark of elm trees, always picking sickly 
or dying elms for this purpose. The young 
grubs hatch from these eggs and spend 
their larval life in tunnels beneath the 
bark. The next spring they emerge as 
adults and fly immediately to other elms. 
healthy ones this time, to feed in the twig 
crotches. Often, they carry spores of the 
Gutch elm disease with them and infect 
healthy trees. Soon they return to sickly 
trees and lay eggs of the second brood. 

In tests made at the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, concen- 
trated DDT sprays put on between April 
15 and May 15, before the beetles emerge, 
and again in early July, when a second 
brood appears, have shown much prom- 
ise. All tests conducted at the Connecti- 
cut Station made 


use of mist blower 
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equipment; tests made at other institu- 
tions using hydraulic rigs have given 
equally promising results. 

No matter what equipment is used the 
trick is thorough, coverage, 
getting the spray way up into the crown 
of the tree, as well as on the lower 
branches. The greater part of the small 
twigs susceptible to feeding occur in the 
top portion of the crown. For this reason, 
bark beetle control is a job for a qualified 
commercial tree expert. Home _ spray 
equipment, though often adequate for 
control of leaf-eating insects, will just not

Stepping up the dosage of these 
commercial preparations enough to kill 
bark beetles may result in severe burn- 


ing of the foliage. The ingredients 
of the formulae which scientists have 
found safe and effective for bark beetle 
control are sold only in very large 
quantity units—impractical for the 


person concerned with treating only a 
few trees.

My woodland rock garden abounds 
in shade, for it is nestled among tulip 
trees, dogwoods, tall oaks and other 
deciduous trees. The many rocky eutcrops 
and slopes face in various directions and 
are planted with suitable material to give 
a natural though well-landscaped. appear- 
ance. Much of the stone remains in its 
original natural position, but some of 
the smaller outcrops that could be moved 
were arranged to form harmonious 
groups and to supply deep soil pockets 
in many places. 

In choosing plants a wide selection was 
possible for the scope of material for 
rock gardens is broad and_ includes 
shrubby and herbaceous plants as well 
as those which grow from bulbs or 
tubers, and the like. Dozens of hardy 
plant families in each of these groups, 
suited to various exposures and soil con- 
ditions, make it possible to obtain a 
varied collection of attractive plants for 
any rock garden. 

Besides true alpines, material from the 
plains, woodlands and bogs may be used. 
Rock gardening is so flexible that endless 
pleasure may be had even through grow- 
ing a choice collection of small plants 
in a plot or tray no jarger than a handker- 
chief. And, an infinite variety of larger 
plants is available to accommodate elabo- 
rate rock outcrops in the more spacious 
home garden so that the choice need not 
be confined to small tidy plants. Absurd 
as it may seem, rock gardening may be 
practiced without the use of stone or 
rock. It may be applied to woodland, 
bog or heather gardens and many other 
fields grouped under the heading of rock 
gardening. 

The predominance of shade in my rock 
garden has made it possible to concen- 
trate on the use of American woodland 
plants and those from other countries 
that are adaptable to various degrees of 
shade. A minimum of sunshine reaches 
one of the major outcrops in late after- 


noon through the tall overhanging oaks. 
This outcrop lies between the house and 
driveway, most of it facing west. The 
stone steps, exposed to the southwest, al- 
ways present an attractive appearance. 
There is bloom throughout this area for 
about two months in spring but the plant 


material presents a variety of interesting' 


decorative foliage later on. Foliage char- 
acter and growth habit are given as much 
consideration as the blossoms in selecting 
plants. After all, for the major part of 
the season we live with the plant when 
't is not in bloom. 

At the base of the steps, growing 
among the gravel and stones of the drive- 
way. is a patch of creamy white Viola 
striata. Some of these violas have taken 
hold in the step crevices above this as 
well as in other spots nearby. These vi- 
olets are actually self-sown seedlings 
‘rom plants at the top of the slope. The 
driveway seems to be a fertile seedbed for 
many of the other plants as well. 

Viola striata is a native of the eastern 
United States, easy, and adgptable to 
many garden locations and particularly 
useful as a ground cover in shady areas 
where there is much space for a rampant 
plant. Although it is a tempting violet 
with many virtues, it is necessary to stress 
its major shortcoming—ability to in- 
crease by self-sown seed at a remarkable 
tate. Where there are small choice plants 
in the immediate vicinity such seedlings 
tuust be weeded out before they smother 
weaker neighbors. 

Used in abundance along these steps, 
as well as throughout the garden is Epi- 
medium youngianum var. niveum. the 
small. white barrenwort. This is another 
foolproof herbaceous perennial of the 
barberry family. {ts seed habit is di- 
rectly opposite to Viola striata for it is 
cenly on rare occasions that it sets seed at 
all. Propagation is accomplished by di- 
vision of the plant in early spring or fall.

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How to Raise 


Fuchsias from Seed 


By HARRY 6. 


F you’ve never grown fuchsias from 
seed you have awaiting you an experi- 
ence that will bring great satisfaction 

and some startling surprises. A package 
of reliable fuchsia seed may give you as 
many varieties as there are seeds. Per- 
haps one or more will be a new creation 
worth naming. 

The most reliable seed is that from 
cross-pollinated flowers which preduces 
strong, vigorous plants. Their blossoms, 
foliage and growth habits may either be 
similar to the parents or they may be 
hybrids that sometimes surpass both par- 
ents in beauty. There is a new seed mix- 
ture on the market which is produced 
from hand crosses between plants having 
American Fuchsia Society “A” or “B” 
ratings only—the cream of the crop. From 
this seed, free-blooming plants of an 
infinite number of variations will be pro- 
duced. Actually there are over 2,000 
varieties of fuchsias. Of this number sev- 
eral hundred beauties that are really dif- 
ferent, both old and new, are used to 
develop this seed.

In raising fuchsias from seed the home 
grower may use any one of several meth- 
ods. If you have over 50 seeds prepare 
a sterile pan or flat by heating clean, 
coarse sand in a hot oven for two hours 
er by using vermiculite, which is already 
sterile. Fill the flat, soak it and firm 
with a brick or block of wood. When wet- 
ting the soil for the first time we use one 
half teaspoon full of prepared acid plant 
food in one gallon of water. This gives 
enough food for all the seedlings until 
transplanting time.

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Hardy Perennials

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Perennials such as the peonies, hemerocallis, lupines and iris in this 
June scene in a southern New York garden, may all be grown from seed. 
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T’S fun to grow perennials from seed. 
And besides it’s smart! You can 
have more of them and a far greater 

variety at very low cost. Of course, it 
takes a litthe more care to raise peren- 
nials from seed than it does to set a 
purchased plant in the ground. But to a 
real gardener that too comes under the 
heading of fun. 

The beginner will probably choose 
seeds of perennials that he already 
knows, which is what he should do. 
When he has succeeded with those he 
may try more unusual kinds. moving by 
easy stages from the known to the un- 
known—adventuring as he grows in ex- 
perience, in skill, in horticultural knowl- 
edge. 

Some seeds require, or prefer. a fairly 
long exposure to low soil temperature. 
These kinds may be started in early 
spring while the ground is still cool 
enough to make conditions suitable. 
When grown from seed, lilies quite defi- 
nitely fall into this group. 

Other perennials with similar germina- 
tion requirements, or preferences (there 
is a difference), are irises, liatris, dic- 
tamnus, aconitum, helleborus, penste- 
mon, primula, saxifraga, hardy geranium, 
trollius, eremurus, hardy chrysanthemum, 
azalea, anemone, alstroemeria, allium 
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and, to a somewhat lesser degree, also 
armeria, gentian and aquilegia. Through- 
put the group there is a variation in the 
degree of low soil temperature needed. 
Helleborus. dictamnus and aconitum will 
grow only if temperatures remain low 
for some weeks after sowing. while gen- 
tian, armeria and aquilegia will often 
come up and grow well when sowings 
are made as late as June or, in the case of 
iquilegia, even well into summer. But, 
ust the same. these seem to prefer the 
ooler weather of early spring and they 
set off to a better start when sown so they 
an take advantage of it. The other spe- 
ies listed grade in their degree of pre-

Early spring sowings may be made in a 
oldframe but good results may be had 
ilso from seed sown directly in open 
rround seed beds. In fact, if care is 
ised, open ground sowings may actually 
rive better results. The advantage of a 
‘oldframe is the protection it gives from 
ard, beating, washing rains—a point that 
nay be of great importance in some parts 
if the country. With a frame it is usually 
asier to shade the planting when neces- 
ary, although this is seldom required 
vith early spring sowings. A_ possible 
lisadvantage is that the glass is likely 
o be left on when it should be off thus 
aising temperatures of air and soil be- 
ond what is desired and perhaps drying 
ut the seedbed. 

For open ground sowing it is not ad- 
isable to plant the seed where the peren- 
ials are finally to stand. That method 
: likely to result only in loss of seeds, 
‘mpers and confidence in sources of sup- 
ly. The best way is to prepare a seed- 
ed in some sheltered corner of the gar- 
en that is not shaded by trees, A bed 
) inches wide is easy to work. The spot 
hould be well-spaded and broken up so 
ie soil is fine without any lumps. Either 
ompost or manure is then mixed in thor- 
ughly. Commercial pulverized sheep or 
ow manure will do if other manure is not 
vailable. If your soil is on the lean side, 
r if the quantity of compost or stable 
ianure is small, a light application of 
ny commercial fertilizer may also be 
iade, but be sure not to overdo it. Too 
iuch can burn the roots of your seed- 
ngs. 

Soil fertility has little effect on seed 
ermination but it has much to do with 
ow vigorously the seedlings grow after- 

ird. On the other hand, the texture or 
ondition of the soil may have much to 

o with the percentage and speed of ger- 
lination, 

\ soil should be friable so that it will 
ust barely hold together when a damp 
andful, not a soaked one. is squeezed.

flowered old types one commonly sees 
growing en masse in borders and along 
roadsides. 

Iris are susceptible to certain diseases 
and pests which must be controlled if 
they are to be well grown so the full 
beauty of flowers and plants may be 
realized. There is considerable variation 
in prevalence of diseases in different 
parts of the country. Here in Massachus- 
setts there are two 
major diseases of 
bearded iris, and one 
serious pest. 


This border in the au- 
thor’s own garden gives 
first position to iris, 
“the most spectacular 
and desirable of all 
late- blooming — spring 
perennials.” His ar-

Two types of rhizome rot are found, and 
fungus leaf spot is prevalent. The iris 
borer is widespread and _ destructive. 
Other diseases, serious in some parts of 
the country, are of minor importance 
here. 

In our garden at Waltham we have 
adopted certain methods of growing 
bearded iris which seem to have been 
beneficial in control of rot and leaf spot. 
And, we have eliminated borers. Almost 
everyone who grows any quantity of iris 
has his own methods, and we are no ex- 
ception. We believe that modern bearded 
iris need as near-perfect drainage as pos- 
sible, both surface and underdrainage. 
They enjoy a porous soil rich in humus 
and with plenty of food, and they 1 
spond to measures which keep them 
active growth from spring to freezing 
weather, The beds in which our iris grow 
are elevated 3 to 6 inches above sur 
rounding levels, except on slopes wher 
elevated planting is unnecessary.

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As I Knew Him

Author of “Luther Burbank, Plant Magician” 


UTHER BURBANK, whose centennial 
occurred on March 7, introduced 
more new varieties of plants than 

any other man I’ve ever known. The to- 
tal of his introductions was close to a 
thousand. Eight hundred and _ seventy- 
three of them are listed in Bulletin 691 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
of the University of California and sev- 
eral dozen varieties which are still in cul- 
tivation were listed by Prof. W. L. How- 
ard in his article on the Luther Burbank 
Centennial in the March FLOWER 
Grower. In addition to all these, there 
were many cases in which he sold large 
quantities of seedlings, some of which 
were probably introduced by seedsmen 
without Burbank’s name being men- 
tioned. ; 

Luther Burbank introduced 399 differ- 
ent flowers, in addition to 22 ornamental 
ornamental vines and 
nine other ornamentals. More important 
still, perhaps. he also introduced some 
of our most important food planis, in- 
cluding 177 tree fruits, 96 small fruits 
and 93 vegetables. 

Still, Luther Burbank was not a scien- 
tist. He said to me one day when I was 
working with him in Santa Rosa: “I am 
not a scientist and I don’t want to be 
one. These scientists make me sick. They 
do so many things that aren’t necessary 
to do at all in order to bring about new 
and useful varieties. I would rather be 
called a plant improver or a plant in- 
vertor. My work is very much like that 
of an inventor. Nothing is impossible with

God and it’s God who makes new plants. 
A plant improver learns ways by which 
we can bring about the production of 
hew varieties by helping with selection 
ani hybridization.” 

In talking with me on many occasions

about the methods he 
used, he usually em- 
phasized the impor- 
tance of selection as

against other phases 
of the work. 

“It is really simple,” he would say, “to 
bring about the production of literally 
thousands of new varieties. The impor- 
tant thing is to select those which are 
more useful to us than what we have. 
It is probably just as important to have 
the nerve to destroy those which are less 
useful.” 


There were four principal things 
which Burbank looked for in a new 


flower. The color must be attractive. The 
size must be pleasing. Fragrance, in 
many cases, was sought. In every case, 
hardiness was required. 

“I don’t want to produce plants that 
have to be pampered,” he said on many 
occasions. “They must be hardy so they 
can be grown in colder places. They 
must be hardy in their resistance to 
disease, and they must not be susceptible 
to unfavorable weather conditions.” 

1 asked him one day how many ex- 
periments he had under way. He said, “I 
always have about 3,000 experiments and 
millions of plants growing on my ten 
acres of ground. Each experiment is an 
endeavor to bring about a certain plant 
which has characteristics I have thought 
would make jt more useful than plants 
we already have. 

“When I was working for the Shasta 
daisy, I wanted whiteness as well as size. 
There were many white flowers, but no 
daisy of a large size which had the white- 
ness I was working for. The large size 
came first, the whiteness was the last 
characteristic for which I had to wait for 
several years.

“In order to bring about a_ variety 
which has special characteristics, it is 
sometimes necessary to get plants or 
seeds from every available source.

He pointed to a huge pile of dried-up 
plants and branches cut from fruit trees 
on his Sebastopol place. “I call that my 
$10.000 bonfire,” he said, “because it 
probably cost $10,000 or more to produce 
those plants which are soon to be des- 
troyed. Instead of burning up _ those 
plants as soon as F get a pile 6 feet 
high. I burn the pile only once a year. 
By that time, it is as high as my house. 
“The reason I do that is that it then 
emphasizes to me the importance of 
destroying all new varieties which are 
not as good as those we already have. If 
I didn’t do that, my few acres would soon 
be so cluttered up with thousands of new

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April Pointers 


Tips for Northern Gardeners 


F the March winds aren’t still blowing 

too cold and the April showers aren’t 

arriving in too generous quantities, 
you should be able to start seeding and 
planting early this month. And, regard- 
less of the weather, April is the month to 
really give the coldframe a workout. 

The coldframe. in fact, can be the 
most useful part of the garden. As 
stated last month, if you have no green- 
house there are numerous vegetable and 
flower seeds that can be sown in the 
frame now; or. if you do have a green- 
house but it is filled to capacity, you can 
still sow in the frame. Seed sown in the 
frame now will gain at least two weeks 
over the same varieties sown outdoors 
later when weather conditions permit. 
Also. many young plants and seedlings 
that were started in the greenhouse can 
now be hardened off in the frame till 
all danger of frost is past. 

Seedlings that are still in their seed 
pans can be transplanted into the well 
prepared and manured soil of the frame. 
ora flat of transplanted seedlings can be

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simply placed in the frame. Do not forget 
to ventilate the frame on warm days by 
sliding the sash back. The temperature 
will decide how far to open it. At night 
the sash must go on again and a blanket 
too if it seems necessary to keep out frost. 


BRASSICAS. If soil conditions are 


right, some of the hardier plants can be 
set out now. All the brassicas (cabbage, 
green sprouting and purple broccoli, and 
cauliflower) are in this category. I al- 
ways dust calomel around the base of 
each brassica plant at the time of setting 
them out in order to control the root 
maggot. It is easy to sprinkle the calo- 
mel if it is put into a large salt shaker. 
Don't forget that calomel is poisonous. 
In the small garden where there are only 
a few plants to protect you ceuld put 
disks or collars of roofing paper around 
each plant. Cut the disks 4 inches in 
diameter and make a hole in the center 
for the stems of the plants. To simplify 
setting them in place make slits from the 


center hole to the outside. A dusting of 
DDT will also give some control. About a 
dozen plants each at a _ planting of 
broccoli, cabbage, etc., is usually sufh- 
cient for the average family. A succession 
crop can be sown late in April and an- 
other six weeks after that. 


ONION SEEDLINGS OR ONION 
SETS can be set out in the garden after 
April 15. Plants should be spaced about 
2 inches apart in the rows. Plant onion 
sets 1 inch apart and then when they are 
large enough every other one can _ be 
pulled for scallions and the others al 
lowed to grow to maturity for onions for 


storage. 


SEEDS FOR OUTDOOR SOWING 
that were suggested for March can go i 
this month if they aren’t already in, an 
if they are in you can put in a secon 
sowing of head lettuce and_ radish.

longer to mature than Matchless or Big 
Boston. Parsnips are also sown this 


month, but unless your family really 
likes them do not sow very many. Parsley 
and Early Snowball turnips should be 
sown in April. Leeks also are sown, but 
in a seed bed. and when they are 6 or 7 
inches high they are transplanted to 
their permanent place in the garden. In 
transplanting leeks make holes 4 inches 
deep with a dibble, put the plant into 
the hole, and then cover just the roots 
with soil. Leave the remainder of the 
hole open. 


HOTKAPS are made of heavy, semi- 
transparent paper and they are used to 
act as tiny greenhouses for individual 
plants. They are placed over hills of cu- 
cumbers, melons, squash and other small 
tender plants that would be harmed by 
frost. Now is the time to order them if 
you plan to use them next month. 


GARDEN PEAS sown in late March 
and early April require attention two to 
three weeks after sowing. Hill up both 
sides of the rows to support the small 
plants. To provide support for the peas 
we put in heavy stakes at 8-foot inter- 
vals along one side of the row, and we 
brace the end stakes. Next a light chicken 
wire of the height required for the variety 
being grown is stretched along the row 
and tied to the stakes. As the vines grow 
we run soft string along the row,to hold 
the vines to the wire so that the tendrils 
can cling to it. If lots of brush is at hand 
it can be substituted for the wire and 
stakes. The heavy ends are stuck into the 
ground at an angle on both sides of the 
row. This is called brushing peas, and it 
is an excellent method when brush is 
plentiful. 


NEW STRAWBERRY BEDS can be 
planted this month. They like well pre- 
pared soil that has been enriched with 
liberal amounts of manure, humus and 
compost—any or all of them—and a 
dressing of superphosphate or bonemeal 
is good too. The new bed can be started 
runners taken from an old bed. 
Runners are easily identified as they do 
not have a heavy center growth and are 
usually connected to the parent plant by 
a jong runner. If you do not have run- 
ners from an old bed you can purchase 
young plants for spring planting. If your 
old strawberry bed is run down it is 
better not to use runners from it. Straw-

Tuberous begonias, for growing either 
as pot plants or outdoors in a shady 
spot, may be started in flats or boxes 
of moist peatmoss or vermiculite.

Mrs. 3. Moss (Ida.) — 


The following trees and shrubs will grow 
in our alkaline soil in south-central, Idaho: 

Prunus cerasifera var. atropurpurea, pur- 
pleleaf plum. The leaves are pretty all sum- 
mer and the blossoms are pink in spring. 

Tamarix loves our arid, alkaline soil. The 
variety Summer Glow is especially fine. It 
has a pinkish blue flower that appears off 
and on all summer. 

I love Malus ioensis plena, Bechtel’s Crab. 
They have very beautiful, pink, double flow- 
ers that look like little roses, which bloom 
here about Memorial Day. It has no fruit, 
but is a nice tree. 

Flowering cherries are very 
variety called Weeping Cherry 
bor’s yard, though still small, 
must-have for me.

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About mid-April mulch material. ex- 
cept vermiculite, is removed; all dead 
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ris leaves and detritus are also removed 
ind burned. Rhizomes are inspected and 
if rot is found, the rhizome is cut out 
and burned. The remaining hole is filled 
with sand. As soon as growth starts a 
surface application of commercial terti- 
lizer and wood ashes is cultivated into 
the soil, together with vermiculite where 
it has been used as a mulch. Throughout 
the season any dead or diseased leaves 
are promptly removed and burned to 
help control leafspot. The fungicide Phy- 
gon is used in the spray material as a 
control for leafspot. 


Following the June flowering, any 
plants requiring it are divided and re- 
planted. New beds are planted imme- 
diately with our own stock, and with new 
stock as soon as it can be obtained from 
the dealers. Clumps are planted three 
feet apart, and individual rhizomes one 
foot apart. This provides good air drain- 
age and helps to prevent fungus diseases. 
When large clumps are lifted the area 
is built up with a mixture of soil, sand 
and humus, and a small amount of fer- 
tilizer. organic and inorganic. 


New beds are built of new soil, with 
liberal quantities of old cow manure, 
compost, vermiculite and the addition of 
complete commercial fertilizer and Mil- 
organite. Liberal quantities of superphos- 
phate have perviously been added to the 
cow manure compost: Thus a good tex- 
tured, porous, rich soil is provided. This 
method of preparing beds promotes the 
health of the plants and we believe re- 
duces rhizome rot. 


Plants are kept growing vigorously 
as long as possible, with ample watering 
during dry weather. A second application 
of complete fertilizer and wood ashes is 
given all the beds in August. During the 
summer and fall weekly applications of 
the spray detailed above are used, omit- 
ting DDT and adding Black Leaf 40 to 
kill aphids which occur throughout this 
period. We do not allow a rainy spell to 
interrupt the spraying program, taking 
advantage of any temporary break to 
apply the mixture. This is particularly 
important during hot muggy weather 
when leafspot fungus is active. Mulches 
are applied before hard freezing weather. 


Such a program of culture and spray- 
ing also gives complete coverage of all 
perennials which may be growing with 
the iris in mixed plantings. It promotes 
healthy growth and helps to produce 
plants with the stamina to withstand 
disease. It helps to make gardens in 
which one may take pride and satisfac- 
tion of work well done. and results in 
favorable comments upon the health of 
‘the plants and the freedom from disease 
ind pests by all who see the garden.

community projects for the control of 
Dutch elm disease are more practicable. 
Members of garden clubs or a group of 
neighbors may also cooperate in using 
material and equipment. 

The spray formula used at the Con- 
necticut Station is an emulsion containing 
technical grade DDT, xylene and Triton 
X-100 with water added. For hydraulic 
sprayers, the suggested proportions for 
the spring spray are 16 pounds of DDT, 
4 gallons of xylene and 1 pint of Triton 
X-100, with enough water added to make 
100 gallons. In mist blowers, the scien- 
tists used 10 pounds of DDT, 2.8 gallons 
of xylene and 1 pint of Triton. with water 
added to make a final emulsion of 10 
gallons. For the July spray. amounts of 
all ingredients except water were cut in 
half. Water should still be added to 
make 100 or 10 gallons, according to the 
equipment used. It has been estimated 
that 30 gallons of spray will be needed 
for a 30-inch diameter tree, using hy 
araulic equipment. Using the mist blower, 
approximate dosages are 1 gallon for a 
10-inch tree, 3 gallons for a 20-inch tree, 
and 5 gallons for a 30-inch tree. 

Careless spraying or over-spraying may 
easily result in damage to the fotiage of 
e!ms or nearby plants, particularly Japa- 
nese red maples or barberry. so extreme 
care should be used in application. Any 
rubber equipment, such as gaskets or 
spray hose, used in the operation, should 
be washed thoroughly after use. 

Good general care of valued elms is 
important. This includes watering, fer- 
tilization and- protection against leaf 
eaters and diseases. Elms in vigorous con- 
dition are less likely to “catch” Dutch 
elm disease and succumb less rapidly if 
they do contract it. The spray formula- 
tions given above will also control leaf- 
Ordinary DDT sprays 
(2 pounds 50 per cent wettable powder 
in 100 gallons of water) will also do the 
trick as will lead arsenate at the rate of 
6 pounds per 100 gallons of water. What- 
ever formulation is chosen, a spray should

‘felded and again three weeks later. Re- 


member, sprays for defoliators will not 
control the bark beetle. Bordeaux mix- 
ture (2-2-50) will take care of elm leaf 
spot. Two sprays at two-week intervals 
should be applied, after the leaves are 
fully expanded.

working. This direct approach is chemo- 
therapy, still in the experimental stage. 

Chemotherapy consists of introducing 
into the inner portions of the tree, chem- 
icals that are toxic to the fungus. It is 
impossible to reach the fungus with these 
materials by conventional spray methods 
since the fungus is deep in the internal 
water-conducting parts of the elm and 
cannot be reached by them. Chemo- 
therapy puts the chemicals in solution 
into the soil around the base of an elm 
hy means of a pressure pump. From 
there, it is taken up by the feeding roots 
and carried upward throughout the tree. 
The most successful material of those 
tried is oxyquinoline benzoate. The most 
satisfactory dosage was 13 ounces of the 
chemical in 100 gallons of water, injected 
around the roots at 100 to 300 pounds 
pressure at the rate of 5 gallons per inch 
diameter of the trunk. 

Thus far, the method is suggested only 
for protecting healthy trees. Trees al- 
ready diseased, in general, do not respond 
well to treatment. 

Although large scale eradication of 
infected trees has proved unsuccessful in 
combating Dutch elm disease, the removal 
of diseased trees does have a place in 
control under circumstances. If 
diseased trees are located near valuable 
healthy elms, which are to be protected, 
they should. of course, come down before 
the bark beetles can lay eggs therein, or 
lefore beetles therein can emerge. Once

felled. bark should be either burned or 
so treated that it is no longer a source 
of infection. This may be done by spray- 
ing thoroughly with a 1 per cent solution 
of DDT in fuel oil. The spray should be 
used with caution since it injures grass 
and other plants and also attacks rubber. 

None of the measures outlined above 
will control Dutch elm disease with cer- 
tainty. Careful application of them, how- 
ever, has been found to aid in keeping the 
disease in check. Scientists are so far 
along the road to a final control that it 
seems almost certain that they will soon 
arrive there. In the meantime,

Woodland Rock Garden

Although the epimediums are wood- 
land plants, their garden requirements 
are variable. They are ideal for difficult 
slopes in sun or shade and have the abil- 
ity to spread by means of creeping 
rhizomes. When favored with soil con- 
taining leafmold. their increase will be 
encouraged, so that a few original plants 
can be periodically divided to permit an 
elaboration in their many garden uses. 
The delicate 10-inch sprays of white 
flowers which appear in April and May 
are particularly appealing. The foliage 
is equally attractive and provides an in- 
teresting change of color during the pass- 
ing seasons. 

Another plant bordering on the steps 
is Iberis saxatilis, the dwarf csndytuft. 
This miniature shrub forms a neat mat 
of evergreen growth, not over 3 to 4 
inches high. A native of southern Europe, 
this species grows best when fully ex- 
posed to the sun in well-drained soil. It 
is a tidy plant, perfect as a ground cover. 
Individual plants gradually increase to 
mats of a foot or more in diameter. Both 
in bloom in May, with its clear white 
flowers, or resplendent in its fine ever- 
green foliage the rest of the year, it is 
a desirable plant. 

A miniature form of our eastern hem- 
lock. Tsuga canadensis var. hussii grows 
next to the little candytuft. This speci- 
men conifer is a compact, slow-growing 
hemlock of irregular form and is one of 
the most desirable of the many dwarf 
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hemlocks available. It is surprising that 
there has not been greater interest in 
this group of conifers. They are as easy 
to grow and more attractive than the stiff 
formal-looking dwarf spruce (Abies) 
which is more commonly offered. Hem- 
locks appreciate a substantial amount 
of humus or leafmold. Planted in sun, 
they form a more compact and shapely 
tree than when they are grown in a 
shaded location. 

Another plant which grows along the 
steps and in the bordering interstices is 
the larger leaved saxifrage, Bergenia 
cordifolia—an accent to the plants with 
smaller foliage growing around it. Fill-in 
plants, such as sedum, live in the crevices 
and shallow pockets and also act as 
ground covers for some of the smaller 
bulbs. 

Many visitors express surprise at the 
large variety of choice plant material 
available for a woodland rock garden 
such as this. Under a beautiful dogwood, 
along one large section of protruding 
rock, a large colony of Phlox divaricata 
is graced with a foreground of yellow 
primroses. A patch of Primula juliae 
hybrids takes up the color thread where 
this group leaves off. These primroses 
have done remarkably well at the front 
of a shrub border facing east. Their 
ability to withstand the drought and heat 
of summer in this spot has been amazing. 
The soil is rather heavy and has a high 
humus content. Even during the last hot 
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d dry August there was only occasional |

Experience has 
proven that it blooms and grows best 
when exposed to the west, even when 
situated on rock ledges with a soil depth 
of a few inches. But, much leafmold and 
peat is incorporated with the loam so that 
moisture retention is increased. Shortia 
is a plant that has a multitude of uses 
and is one of the earliest plants to flower 
in spring. preceding most other native 
material.

Lay the blade against the flower stem 
well above the leaves. Run it down along- 
side the stem cutting through the upper 
leaves until within 6 or 8 inches above 
the ground. Then turn the blade into the 
stem cutting it enough so that it can be 
broken and pulled up from the bottom 
leaves of the plant. In this way, at least 
four bottom leaves will be left for matur- 
ing the new corm. We've often heard 
amateur gardeners say, “My gladiolus 
did so well the first year but the same 
corms don’t seem to grow so well for me 
Investigation will usually show 
that the flower spikes were removed by 
cutting right across leaves and all with 
either a knife or. more likely, with a pair 
of shears. Naturally when no leaves are 


now.” 


left the new corm will not grow as well as 
it should and in its weakened condition 
will be less able to withstand disease. 
Care in cutting the flower and deep 
planting to discourage all but one plant 
from each corm is important in keeping 
the stock healthy and of high quality 
from one season to the next. 

Do not wait too long to begin harvest- 
ing the corms. Usually four to six weeks 
is needed for a new corm to form after 
the bloom is gone. Dig the plants before 
they turn brown and cut off the old top 
with a knife or pair of pruning shears as 
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close to the corm as possible just as 
soon as it is dug. Leave the corms to dry 
in a fairly warm place for about three 
weeks—not in direct sun. Then the old 
corm can be broken from the bottom and 
the new one dusted with 5 per cent DDT 
powder and stored in a cool dry place 
over winter. Store the corms in open 
trays or open bags. Do not use sand, 
peat, or other material because the air 
should be able to circulate around the 
corms at all times. 

Most gardeners plant gladiolus in open 
rows where they are grown for cut 
flowers. They may also be used to high- 
light plantings in sunny borders or 
beds away from trees and shrubs. When 
they are used in this way the faded 
florets of each spike should ‘be broken 
off individually as they wilt. With . this 
treatment there will be good bloom from 
each plant up to ten days. If several 
corms of different varieties, either of 
similar or various colors, are used this 
particular display can be maintained 
over several weeks. When all the flowers 
are gone the old spike can be cut off, 
thrown away, and the lower leaves left 
to mature the new corm until harvesting 
time. 

To help the beginner select the better 
varieties of gladiolus from the many 
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iundreds available this list of reasonably 
riced outstanding kinds is offered: In 
vhite: Silver Wings, Snow Princess, An- 
1amae; white with blotch: Margaret 
Seaton, Ariadne, Salman’s Glory; cream: 
eading Lady. Lady Jane, Shirley Tem- 
le, (will crook some); yellows: Spot- 
ight, Yangtze, and Crinkle cream. Vee- 
‘ream is a very good light yellow with a 
beautiful red dart for home use. For 
orange try Daisy Mae or Rio Rita. 

In the salmons and pinks there are 
literally scores of good kinds: Picardy, 
Jeanie, Glamis, Pink Paragon, Victory 
Queen. Greta Garbo, Pioneer, Genghis 
Kahn, or Rosa Van Lima. There are also 
many in the red and scarlet shades: Al- 
gonquin, Stoplight, Red Charm, Ohio 
Nonpareil, and Black Opal for one that 
is near black. In rose: Miss Wisconsin, 
Burma. Lavender: Elizabeth the Queen, 
Lavender and Gold, Lavender Prince. 

In the violets, or so-called blues prob- 
ably the old Blue Beauty is as good as 


any. Abu Hassan is a darker colored one, 
very striking. In the smokies (those 


made up of a blending of several colors) 
one thinks of Buckeye Bronze (just the 
color the name implies), Tunia’s Ma- 
homet (a huge plum colored flower), 
Misty Dawn, and Sahara (sand colored). 
For purples in the average price class 
Purple Supreme is offered, or the older 
King Lear. 

Attention should be called to some of 
the very useful and beautiful miniature 
and small decorative gladiolus. These 
are particularly desirable for table ar- 
rangements and corsages. In white we 
have Snow Baby, Sub Deb, or Starlet; in 
yellow Comet and Fluffly Ruffles; in 
orange Orangetown and Flicker; in buff 
the attractive little Filigree; in reds and 
rosy reds Tweedledee, Tweedledum, 
Perky and Atom, probably the best new 
one. Of late some good small pinks have 
been brought forward. among them Pink 
Ribbon, Dolores, Peri, and Dainty Miss. 

These are only a few of the available 
good large and small gladiolus. Tastes 
will vary, but there is a type and color 
to satisfy every gardener and to thrill 
every lover of flowers. Make a selection 
of corms and let them produce their 
wealth of floral beauty for you. There is 
nothing easier to grow well than the mod- 
ern gladiolus.

How to Raise

of these mediums but plant the seeds in 
a clean pot instead of a flat. Place the 
pot in a larger one and pack peatmoss 
or other spongy material between the two 
to hold moisture. The pot is then placed 
in a saucer and covered with glass and 
paper or just heavy paper. Set it in a 
warm, protected place where the temper- 
ature is about 60°. 


Keep the seeds moist all the time. To 
let them dry out is fatal. The pot can 
be watered by pouring warm water in the 
saucer and carefully sprinkling the peat- 
moss. We make certain the saucer is full 
every night. The flat is watered by 
sprinkling it every day with a very fine 
spray. A good place to keep a seed pot 
is on top of a water heater, but be sure to 
keep it moist all the time. 

I have had seedlings appear in eight 
days but others have shown up in the 
pan after four months so keep your seed 
pan going even after you have removed 


developed their second set of leaves they 
are ready to be lifted carefully and put 
into 2144- or 2%-inch pots which are 
placed in flats of wet peatmoss. 

For the first potting mixture we use 
angleworm castings picked up in the 
morning from sandy loam in our garden. 
Another good mixture for this purpose 
is 14 sandy loam, 1/3 fine leafmold and 1 
peatmoss. Pour water into the peatmoss 
surrounding the pots and use a fog-like 
spray to keep the plants wet. Keep them 
in a cool, protected place out of direct 
sunlight. They thrive in a cool moist loca- 
tion with a temperature above 40° and 
under 85°. Older plants stand some 
frost but tender seedlings cannot. 

In four to six weeks after potting, the 
plants should have reached a good size 
and when the roots completely fill the 
pots shift them to 4-inch pots. To remove 
the plant for checking the roots or re- 
potting, hold one hand flat down over the 
top of the pot, with the plant stem be- 
tween two fingers, and with the other 
hand hold the pot upside down tapping 
the rim edge against a table or bench. 


A few of the best plants can be han- 
dled separately in double pots. When 
the plants outgrow the 4-inch pots they 
may be put in larger pots, gallon cans, or 
planted in the ground outdoors. The soil 
mixture this time is 13 sandy loam, 13 
leafmold and 1/3 rotted manure. It is very 
important in potting and planting in the 
garden that the plants have drainage. In 
pots and cans the bottom holes should be 
covered with gravel or broken pots so that

water can drain freely — it should never 
stand in a pot or can but should run 
through in a short time. In the garden, 
sandy loam usually has satisfactory drain- 
age but in heavy soil the ground can be 
banked up and gravel placed in a deep 


hole under the plant. In pots a 44-inch to 
l-inch layer of peatmoss should be placed 
on top of the soil and a 1- to 14%-inch 
space left at the top of the pot for water. 
Plants in the garden should have a 2- or 


3-inch layer of peatmoss or manure 
around them to hold the moisture. Fu- 
chsias prefer moist, cool air. In warm 


climates they should be sprinkled often 
and for a long period. 

If you want to train a fuchsia to stand- 
ard form, place a stake in the pot and 
fasten the plant to it lightly with soft ty- 
ing material which will not pinch or 
bruise the plant. For this type of train- 
ing pinch off all the side shoots as they 
appear until the plant reaches the desired 
height. Then pinch the top to encourage 
more shoots to develop at that point. 

In training fuchsias to the column 
method—one main stem with branches of 
equal length all the way from top to bot- 
tom—all the side shoots are pinched off 
until the main stem is tall and then 
all the shoots are allowed to grow freely. 

To encourage a plant to branch out cut 
the upper half off when it is from 8 to 
10 inches tall. Some plants form a nat- 
ural bush while others grow like that by 
pruning 2% or more of each shoot until 
the desired shape is attained. This usu- 
ally takes from nine months to one year. 

It is a good idea to pinch the top out 
of all seedlings unless they are to be 
trained as columns or standards. After 
pinching, all of them send out new shoots. 
Those that send shoots upwards make 
good bushes, while any that send out 
more delicate, spreading branches make 
the best trailers or hanging baskets. 


If small bushy pot plants are desired 
it is well to feed sparingly or to feed 
only bonemeal until about blooming 
time. However, if you want a large 
plant give it a 4% strength feeding of acid 
commercial fertilizer every two or three 
weeks. Don’t hesitate to keep them 
pruned for shape drastically until a 
month or six weeks before blooming 
time. 


Plants grown from seed usually bloom 
in from eight months to one year from 
germination time if this takes place be- 
tween May and December. Seeds that 
germinate after December will miss the 
plant’s cycle. or time schedule, and will 
not bloom in less than 18 months. We 
live in mid-California where it is cool and 
grow seedlings from May to December, 
but where the summers are extremely hot 
it may be better to grow seeds in the 
spring or early fall unless you have 
means of controlling the heat and humid- 
ity for your plants.

Course in Botany” by Prof. R. J. Pool 
of the University of Nebraska (published 
by Ginn & Co., Boston), graphically illus- 
trates the principal processes of every 
flowering plant. The processes shown 
are: the absorption of water and minerals 
by the root hairs from the soil; the move- 
ment of these essential solutions along 
the roots, up the stems and into the 
branches, leaves and flowers; the absorp- 
tion of carbon dioxide (another essential 
food-building material) from the air by 
the leaves, of sunlight (the power that 
drives the food-making apparatus), and

For this reason, then, there should be 
a distinction in the type of shade pro- 
vided. If it is a permanent building or 
structure or a dense evergreen tree, 
that the plants are shaded the year 
around, poorer growth and less flowering 
may be expected on the shade-tolerant 
plants. Further, because of the reduction 
of light, the perennials and bulbs grown 


so 





in partial shade should have greater | 
amounts of phosphorus, potassium and 


calcium in the soil. Such applications 
should be made yearly and if possible 
worked into the soil. Mulches of corn 
cobs, straw and even manure will tend 
to increase the amounts of these elements 
in the soil, so don’t overlook the mulch. 


It has greater functions than the mere re- 


duction of evaporation of water from the | 


soil. 


Another apparent contradiction also 


needs to be cleared up. You no doubt 
have heard of cloth houses being used to 
grow many plants commercially, in par- 
ticular chrysanthemums. asters, snap- 
dragons, and occasionally roses. Such a 


cloth reduces the light intensity by 30 to 


40 per cent and this would seem to con- | 
tradict the statement that full sunlight is | 


needed. However, we know that in mid- 
summer there is really too much light for 
economical use by plants, its total 
average reduction is actually desirable. 
This is quite different from exclusion of 
sun daily for several hours. Thus we find 
for example, outdoing themselves 
in the summer when grown under cloth. 
and the same is true of other flowering 
plants despite the overall light reduc- 
tion. 

To summarize and specifically answer 
our original question: First you must 
know the light, moisture. and fertilizer 
requirements of the plants you are grow- 
ing; secondly must provide these 
conditions as closely as possible in the 
light of the explanations given above.

Perennials from Seed

very light loam, will give just the rig}! 
conditions for a seedbed. Some kinds «f 
seeds will germinate well in such soi! 
but the most satisfactory returns from 
larger variety of seeds will come in a so'! 
that is reasonably good in texture an 
fertility. 

Applications of compost, well mixed 
in, make a light soil heavier and a heavy 
soil lighter and more workable. Compost 
adds humus, directly usable plant food 
and a certain amount of fiber that pre- 
vents packing and crusting. This increases 
the water-holding capacity of the soil and, 
paradoxically, by loosening naturally 
heavy soils, at the same time promotes 
better drainage after rains. All these re- 
turns will come also from use of well 
rotted stable manure. Peat will do much 
the same work although it adds little 
actual fertility. Some commercial peat- 
are quite acid but a little lime will correct 
this. Many of the commercial peats will 
require no correction when used moder- 
ately. 

In any case be very sure the soil is 
deeply worked and the fertilizer well 
mixed with it. The bed may be slightly 
raised above the garden surface if one 
wishes, but this is not really necessary 
unless surface drainage is poor. 

When seeds are sown in pots or seed 
pans under glass, the seeds are usually 
broadcast or scattered over the surface, 
but sowings made in larger containers, 
such as flats or seed boxes, will be more 
easily handled if sown in rows. In ou! 
own work we use flats of 14 by 20 inch 
surface dimensions, sowing seeds across 
the flat, usually nine or sometimes ten 
rows to the flat. 

If seeds are sown somewhat thinly in 
the row, most of the hardy perennials can 
be left, if desired, for one full year of 
growth in the flat, 
spaced. Be sure, though, that a flat of 
4-inch depth is used if you plan on leav- 
ing perennials for a full year in the flat. 
The 4-inch soil depth is needed to insure 
proper root growth. Flats 3-inches deep 
are satisfactory for starting annual 
flowers, or for strong, quick-growing per- 
ennials, such as hollyhock or delphinium 
which are left in the flat only a few weeks 
or months. 

So far as spring sowings of peren 
nials are concerned, the advantage 
of flats over direct sowing in the soil of 
coldframes are not great, but ther 
may be some small advantage to thos 


from sowings so 


with little spare time, for sowings i 
flats can be made under shelter o1 
rainy days, or during the evening 


the flats later being placed in the cold 
frame. Also plants grown in flats ar 
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likely to be harder and to have a better, 
more dense, growth of roots than will 
those grown from direct sowings in the 
soil of frames. This gives them an ad- 
vantage when transplanted, for there will 
ve less shock and retardation due to the 
noving. When sowings are made di- 
ectly in the soil of coldframes. or in 
»pen ground seedbeds, it is usual to space 
he seedling rows about 4 inches apart, 
the rows of course running across the 
eds. A 4-inch spacing allows room for 
ise of a weeder between the rows and 
sives space for quick good growth of the 
-eedlings. 

Actual sowing of seed may be from the 

corner of an envelope, shaking or tapping 
the envelope gently to give even flow. 
There are also several small seed-sowing 
gadgets on the market that work well in 
giving even seed distribution. The ex- 
perienced gardener, though, is likely to 
use only his fingers. In finger-sowing 
there is a certain skill that can hardly 
be acquired through directions, but with 
time each person will naturally work out 
his own best system. 
The main thing is, do not sow too 
thickly or cover too deeply. As to depth, 
there can be no rule of thumb, for the 
right depth is a case of gauging and 
balancing soil, seed, season and weather. 
For most seeds in good friable soil a 
depth of perhaps three times the diameter 
of the seed will work out about right, 
hut in light the depth be 
greater, in heavy soils less. Perhaps the 
best way to open rows is by the use of a 
planting stick, just a thin narrow board 
or even a lath, sharpened on one edge, 
and pressed into the soil to open a fur- 
row of even depth. Be sure the row is 
well firmed down after sowing so the soil 
particles will be in direct contact with the 
seeds, , 

Don’t be too impatient about germina- 
tion. Remember certain seeds will come 
up quickly and strongly within a few 
days after sowing, but others may require 
several weeks, a few kinds even months, 
before germination should be expected. 
In general, the kinds that like cool soil 
onditions, and so require early sowing, 


soils may 








will take longer by their natures than 
will those upon which late spring or sum- 
her sowing is suggested, but there are ex- 
teptions. Of course if you sow a heat- 


}oving kind in early spring, when you 
}iould be sowing only those that prefer 
jeool soil, you must expect a delayed 


termination, or perhaps no germination

only in years of exceptionally quick hot 
springs, but summer sowings will usually 
be the better for a bit of shade. A lath 
screen placed a foot or more above the 
bed is perhaps most effective, a screen 
with spaces between the laths equal to 
their own width. Single layers of burlap 
or even of heavy cheese cloth tacked to 
frames are also sometimes used for seed- 
bed shading. The function of the shade 
is to temper the heat of the sun, thus 
cooling the soil a bit. Even the heat- 
loving seeds can have too much of heat. 
The shade also helps to conserve moisture 
by lessening evaporation, and it will tend 
to keep down crab grass in case seeds of 
that weed are in the soil. The shading 
helps both before germination and after- 
ward, during the early growth of the 
seedlings, but when the seedlings are 
well established and have struck 
out with a good root system, the shading 
may well be removed. Also during any 
considerable period of cold, cloudy or

rainy weather, either before or after 
germination, take off all shades. Shades 


left on during that kind of weather are 


likely to increase damage from molds, 
fungi, or bacterial rots, and they may 


give conditions favorable to growth of 


moss. Scanty germination of seeds is 
likely in any bed that is onee mossed 
over.

the middle of November sowings of the 
kinds that definitely require a long period 
of low soil temperatures may begin, this 


continuing throughout the winter and 
into early spring with those that need 
only a shorter low soil temperature. By 


late spring the range of perennial species 
that should or may be sown has widened 
greatly. In May and early June one may 
still sow aquilegia, allium. armeria, chry- 
hardy geranium and even liatris, 

and the easier primulas, and 
with these the very many addi- 
tional kinds for which late spring is, in 
the year of average weather, the ideal 
sowing Try late spring sowing 
for alyssum, arabis. aubrieta, polemo- 
nium, erodium, asclepias, baptisia, ther- 
mopsis, callirhoe, potentilla, anthericum, 
tradescantia, cassia, cerastium, thalic- 
trum, viola, elsholtzia. geum, mertensia, 
gillenia, isatis, silene, lysimachia and 
lythrum. These are but a few of many, 
and while May (and early June) is their 
preferred sowing season, most of them 
may still be sown in summer with good 
results providing attention is paid to 
shading. There they join the rather large 
group of perennials that quite definitely 
desire summer sowing.

Perennials sown in early or late spring 
will be large enough for transplanting to 
their more or less permanent positions 
by early autumn, but they can remain

them. Large perennials may be moved 


with good results until quite late in 
autumn, but first-year seedlings that have 
not as yet made deep roots, should be 
transplanted early enough so that there 
will still be a few weeks of good growing 
weather before the ground freezes to root 


depth. Give the young plants a chance 
to get their root anchors down in the | 


new position. It will save a lot of win- 
ter damage. 

You can summer damage, too. 
This happens when plants are moved too 
early while the days are still hot. Then 
the sun pumps moisture out of the trans- 
planted seedlings faster than the root 
system can replace it, for it is necessarily 
damaged and shortened in transplanting.

period from mid-September to late Octo- 
ber, but that won’t necessarily hold for 
other regions, or even here. 

Don’t be bound by dates in this, or in 
any other garden operation. Rather, 
judge by the weather of the individual 
season in your particular area in plan- 
ning your work. Summer-sown seedlings, 
in any case, are rarely large enough for 
safe autumn moving. Better defer trans- 
planting them until the next spring, fairly 
early then though, if you want a reason- 
ably good flower display that season. 

When late autumn comes and the 
the ground begins to freeze, it is wise 
insurance to protect any beds still con- 
taining seedling perennials with a gen- 
erous mulching of straw, salt hay, corn 
stalks, evergreen boughs, or other coarse 
litter that will not mat down. The object 
of this protection is to keep the ground 
frozen, and so prevent destruction of 
seedlings by heaving. It is alternate freez- 
ing and thawing that does damage with 
young plants that have not yet struck 
down strong anchoring roots below the 
frost line. This freezing and thawing 
process, actually an alternate expansion 
and contraction of the soil, gradually 
works the plants, roots and all, out above 
the surface where sun and cold wind will 
complete the destruction. 

Perennials with relatively large smooth 
short roots are the ones most likely to be 
injured by winter heaving. This includes 
platycodon, eremurus, hibiscus, scutel- 
laria, callirhoe and aquilegia, with others. 
All these are fully winter hardy when 
once established and beyond the seedling 
stage, not needing any protection then. 
Loose mulchings that will catch the snow 
are most likely to be satisfactory. Leaves 
are not too good, for often they will mat 
down as they decay to a soggy mass that 
may cause rotting of plant crowns, but 
leaves of poplars, buttonwood and tulip- 
tree (Liriodendron) are less likely to 
cause damage than are those of oak or 
maple. Remember that any kind of win- 
ter mulch protection will do harm if it 
be left on in spring after new growth has 
started,

Japanese plums: 

Beauty, Methley and Santa Rosa are 
partially self-fruitful, but it is advisable 
to consider all Japanese varieties self- 
unfruitful and provide cross-pollination. 
Formosa has poor pollen, but Abund- 
ance, Burbank and others are suitable 
pollinizers. Certain European varieties 
have pollinated the Japanese varieties ex- 
perimentally, but the reverse combination 
is not satisfactory and the home gardener 
had better not rely on varieties of either 
species to pollinate varieties of the other 
species. 

The Minnesota and South Dakota hy- 
brid plums are self-unfruitful and also 
have poor pollen so that they do not 
pollinate each other. Surprise and Kaga 
have been found to be suitable pollinizers 
for this hybrid group which includes: 
Red Wing, Monitor, Underwood, Elliott, 
LaCrescent, Fiebing and others. 

Of the native American species and 
hybrids, all varieties tested are self-un- 
fruitful, but as they have mostly been 
superseded by the Minnesota and South 
Dakota hybrids they are now rarely 
planted.

plants which are not worth saving that I 
wouldn't have space to grow more. 

“It takes nerve to destroy plants on 
which you have worked for years and on 


which you have pinned tremendous hopes, 


but the new variety which eventually 
comes, and which is better than any- 
thing previously existing, more than 


justifies destruction of inferior plants.” 

Burbank told me about his religious 
beliefs on various occasions. One time he 
said, “I wish that no one would say I 
have ‘created’ certain plants. Only God 
creates new living things. What I have 


done has been to learn of some of the 


conditions under which God creates new 
plants, and when I bring those condi- 
tions about right here in my own garden, 
God creates new plants from which | can 
which I will be of 
important service to mankind.” 

As to the possibility of others doing 
work similar to that for which Burbank 
became famous, he once said: “No flower

Then he said, “Beaty, you’re much 
younger than I am. I hope that whenever 
you have the opportunity, you'll encour- 
age other people to hybridize and select 
plants in order to add to the useful 
flowers and food crops available to man- 
kind.” 

In speaking about the color variation 
in some experiments he was conducting 
with Shirley poppies, he said. “No phase 
of flower development has greater inter- 
est for the average amateur plant im- 
prover than that having to do with the 
color of the blossom. A bed of Shirley 
poppies provides an opportunity for an 
endless variety of experiments, and it is 
a good flower with which a_ beginner 
may start to work, for it is likely to pro- 
duce many of color. 

“If we cross a yellow gladiolus with a 
white variety, some of the seeds thus

flowers will probably be a dingy white 
which would not be acceptable as a new 
variety.

Better Vegetables With Less Work

breeding centers, I have heard several 
times about a new “sweetness” factor 
which the breeders got from Central 
America. This type of corn is so sweet as 
to be almost unpleasant. Bred to existing 
hybrids. however, it has produced corn 
high in sugar and of superb flavor. One 
of these high-sugar hybrids, called 
Golden Rocket, was introduced in a small 
way last year. In spite of its sweetness, 
it was the earliest corn I had last year— 
64 days from seeding to eating. Normally, 
early corns are not considered good, but 
Golden Rocket is tops for quality. 

I understand that several extra-sweet 
hybrids will be released during 1950. 

And speaking of quality in corn‘ re- 
minds me of another pet of mine, a sweet 
corn which is practically hulless. The 
kernels have such a thin hull that it can’t 
be felt in eating. Here’s a corn that even 
grandpa can enjoy in spite of his den- 
tures! It’s called Golden Label. While 
it’s about the best corn I know for freez- 
ing or for canning, neither the canners 
nor freezers will have anything to do with 
it because the kernels are not in straight 


rows. but crooked, something like Coun 
try Gentleman. Home gardeners of tasie 


na 


will, | am sure, pooh pooh the canne 
and grow Golden Label for its supe)! 
quality. 

Another vegetable that is being alter: 
te get away from bad faults is the lini 
bean. Last year, Fordhook 242 gave us « 
lima that would produce in hot weathe 
when the buds on old-time varieties would 
drop off without setting fruit. Fordhook 
242 was not quite up to the small. 
seeded varieties as a producer in late 
summer, however, and Dr. Magruder at 
the U. S. D. A. crossed a big bean and a 
small one to produce the new Triumph 
variety. Triumph combines all the good 
qualities we want in a lima—medium 
large seed, high quality, heat resistance, 
and heavy yield. Now we can cut down 
the length of the lima bean row, too— 
fewer feet of row to cultivate. 

Last summer, the cucumber needs of 
our household were met by only two hills 
of cukes. These were of the new hybrid 
variety Sensation, a true hybrid, bred 
from two pure line strains just like hy

My 
favorite lettuce is Bronze Beauty, if you 
insist on head lettuce it will accommodate 
vou by forming a loose head if allowed 
to stand long enough. The quality is 
superb; only Bibb at its brief best is as 
vood. It will tolerate heat, so don’t worry 
about your row going to seed or develop- 
ing bitter flavor in midsummer. 

The mention of feeding lettuce with 
high analysis liquid fertilizer brings up 


. 


the matter of general feeding of the veg- 
etable garden. [ know of no crop that 
isn’t helped by a watering with a solution 
of one of these high analysis chemical 
tertilizers. Many gardeners do not under- 


stand that plants can only absorb nutrient | 


elements when in liquid form. When 
put water and 
fed in this form, we know there is enough 
moisture to take them up into the plant. 


When we depend on natural fertility or 


these elements are into 


chemicals in dry form, we cannot be sure. 

I know of one gardener who went to 
the trouble of installing a sprinkler sys- 
tem in his vegetable garden, with a liquid 
fertilizer applicator in the line, so he 


could feed his vegetables regularly with | 


plant nutrient solutions. He claims a 30 
per cent increase in production of all 
crops for the entire growing season. But 
the significant increase is during the sum- 
mer months, when production jumped 
75 per cent to 100 per cent over that 
without liquid feeding. It is in the dry 
months of summer that liquid fertilizers 
do the most good.

Then punch holes 6 inches apart and 12 
inches deep in the row and fill these with 
vermiculite. Transplant seedlings of pars- 
nips into these holes and water well with 
a solution of liquid fertilizer. Enough 
soil will wash into-the vermiculite with- 
out actually mixing soil with it. The 
loose friable soil in the hole will allow 
the parsnips to make rapid early growth, 
and once they get a start, they're off for 
exhibition size. Be prepared to dig these 
super-parsnips with a spade: you'll never 
pull them by hand regardless of how 
loose the soil may be. 

I’ve practically quit fooling with spin- 
ach. Not that we are anti-Popeye at our 
house. We're still fond of spinach, but 
we don’t like its miffy habits in hot 
weather. Instead. we’ve found the per 
fect substitute for spinach in a mixture 
of two other greens that none of us will 
touch when cooked alone. For some rea- 
son I can’t quite explain, a mixture of 
half Swiss chard and half New Zealand 
spinach tastes exactly like old-fashioned 
green garden spinach. The earthy flavor 
of chard which many object to (includ- 
ing myself) seems to combine with the 
equally obnoxious flat sour taste of the 
New Zealand spinach to produce as nice 
a dish as I’ve eaten in many a year. 

Incidentally, don’t fall for that Cut- 
and-Come-Again name in the catalogues. 
All varieties of Swiss chard will grow 
new leaves if the old ones are picked off. 
The so-called Cut-and-Come-Again or 
Lucullus variety has heavily savoyed or 
crinkled leaves. These serve no useful 
purpose other than to gather dust and 
make chard hard to wash. I plant Large 
White Rib, which has a smooth leaf and 
is easier to wash. 

Another tip on planting New Zealand 
Because this will tolerate heat, 
most seedsmen make the mistake of rec- 
ommending that it be planted after the 
weather is warm and settled. Actually, 
the seed 1s cold resistant and will some- 
times volunteer after through a 
hard winter. Plant it much earlier than 
ordinarily recommended, along with the 
first planting of beets. You don’t need

The smart gardener will appreciate 
how much varieties will extend his grow- 
ing season.

West Coast 
(rardening

N the Pacific northwest rock gardening 


is an accomplished art, patterend 
after rock gardening in the British 
Isles. In these gleaming gardens of the 


rorthwest many plants are grown which 
gardeners have England. Added 
to these are rock plants indigenous to the 
northwest, the north, to the eastern states 
and particularly to that happy hunting 


seen 


ground, and natural home of many of the 
lewisias the Siskiyou mountains, which 
rise in southern Oregon and spill over 
into northern California. 

Rock gardening as it is known in Eng- 
land and in the eastern states is on the 
West coast almost entirely limited to the 
northwest. 
ings in the San Francisco bay area but 
most Californian gardeners realize that 
their rock gardens need not be the homes 
of gentians, Gaultheria humifusa and 
other gems which need damp humus at 
their roots and moisture in their air but 
can flash with material of quite a different 
kind. 

Up and down the Pacific coast natural 
rocky outcrops prove that this type of 
gardening is appropriate; indeed all that 
is needed in some of these choice spots is 
a thorough cleaning up, a renovating of 
the soil and the supplementing of mate- 
rial which is left with rock plants suitable 
to the exposure. 

Nature has usually supplied the perfect 
background and such nifty little shrubs 
as dwarf ceanothus, rhamnus and manza- 
nitas are often already on the spot. Roll- 
ing country where valleys head into hills 
and hills climb to meet the foothills is 
rapidly being invaded by homeseekers; 
desert edges where alluvial fans sweep 
down from rocky canons to mesas or 
desert floors afford perfect rock garden 
sites; tide-rimmed bluffs lashed by waves, 
with their feet in the Pacific and round- 
ing at the top into coastal sward or sand 
dune await the seaside rock gardener. 
None of the northwest planting material 
need be used, for each of these settings 
calls for its own group of plants and most 
of them are available. 

If the rock garden must be constructed 
choose an environment where it will not 
look forced or out of place (rather bed- 
ding plants than a rock garden rising out 
of an unrelated topography) and make it 
of rocks native to the land you live in.

When you plant see 
that the roots are not bunched but that 
they are spread downward at an easy 
angle for them to follow. Roots enjoy the 
lower edges of rock, where it is cool and 
moist but where water can never settle. 


Southern California 


In regions untouched by hard frosts 


| the number of succulents suitable for the 


rock garden are almost endless. They 
range in height from aloes and aeoniums 
tall or short enough to be in scale, to 
creeping sedums, sempervivums and such, 
Where frost is not severe, mesembryan- 
themums will provide vivid purples, yel- 
lows and pinks, felicias the blues of litho- 
spermum and the new helianthemum hy- 
brids will bring all flower shades but 
purple and blue. Artemsias and dusty 
millers give silver tones and dwarf cam- 
panulas such as C. muralis, C. carpatica, 
and C. garganica are comfortable, if given 
a little filtered shade. Even the delectable 
Anemone pulsatilla, with large flowers of 
lavender, endures the heat of summer and 
the smog of the Los Angeles district. 

When you buy your dianthus try to see 
in bloom the very dwarf pink called Little 
Joe (sometimes Little Jock). The real 
thing is a treasure with flowers of intense 
red flushed with pink (it 
better than it sounds) but I have bought 
many unflowered plants of Little Joe that 
are wishy-washy shades of rose, a dis- 
grace to the name.

California Fog Belt 


Here the material for the rock garden 
can be drawn from many sources, Andro- 
saces and aethionemas are a great suc- 
cess on the sunny bank, Lithospermum 
prostratum does almost as well as it does 
in England, thymes are quite at home and 
creeping rosemary romps and_ bounds. 
The natural cliff rock gardens which are 
often clothed in silvery tufts of Echeveria 
farinosa (Dudleya farinosa) and edged 
off on top with blue Erigeron glaucus can 
be made to include many another native 
as well as such exotics as are happy in 
ocean-facing crevices. 

As in the hilly ground of other cli- 
mates, step gardens are possible and 
should be used more. Any one who has 
yielded to the joys of step gardening 
knows what fun can be had from even 
one short flight of stone steps every crack 
of which is inhabited by flowering plants 
which follow the earthy joints and climb 
the rocky sides. A long period of gar- 
dening in the fog belt superimposed 
upon one in Southern California confirms 
my belief that succylents are just as 
suitable where there is fog as they are in

Things Out-of-the-Ordinary 


Conducted by 


Primula Juliae Wanda 


HE introduction of Primula juliae 

from the Caucasus in 1910 was a ma- 
jor event in the 20th century horticultural 
world, even though the appearance of an- 
other purple-flowered primrose was not 
hailed with delight at the time. But juliae 
proved worthy in herself and her progeny 
has brought delight to many gardeners. 
Of the latter, Wanda (listed by Carl 
Purdy Gardens, Ukiah, California), one 
of the earliest, still remains one of the 
best. A hybrid of the common primrose, 
the flower stems are a little taller than 
type juliae and the plant is even more 
floriferous, covering itself in early spring 
with a myriad of yellow-eyed, reddish vio- 
let flowers. Like other juliae forms it 
should be planted in masses to get the 
nice effect the plants are capable of pro- 
ducing. Give them some shade and 
moisture for best results 


Red Raspberry September 


HE introduction of the new fall-bear 

red raspberry, September, in the cur- 
rent catalogue of Joseph Harris Co, 
Rochester 11, New York, reminds me of 
another fall-bearer, Indian Summer, 
which I greeted with a lot of enthusiasm 
years and years ago, only to have my 
hepes blasted by poor performance, in- 
cluding sparse fruiting late in the fall. 
But when they tell me that September 
(the raspberry, not the month) comes 
from Dr Slate at Geneva (New York) 
Experiment Station, that it bears a real 
crop of delicious red raspberries in Sep- 
tember and later, in addition to the usual 
crop in late June and July, that it is 
hardy, widely adaptive to soils, and pro- 
ductive of good sized fruits of fine qual- 
ity, | am ready to plunge.

Sweet Boronia 
HERE was some hesitation before 


finally deciding to mention Boronia 
megastigma, because the only source of 
supply (Rex D. 
New Jersey), only lists seeds and, even 
though the catalogue says “fairly quick 
to come into bleom,” it does take time 
and patience, if our experience is a good 
basis for judgment. However, the patient 
gardener can do it and thereby gain a 
splendid reward for his efforts. It makes 
a shrubby growth to two feet, with com- 
pound (three five linear leaflets) 
leaves and brownish purple bells, yel- 
lowish inside, for a period of close to 
three months. Although it is usually best 
to replace the plants after two years of 
flowering, they may be cut back severely 
after they stop blooming the second time 
to induce bushy growth. After one gets 
a plant new ones may be grown from 
cuttings of half-ripened wood under a 
bell glass The available literature does 
not say anything about its soil prefer- 
ence, but we have found that it does best 
in a peaty compost, preferably on the 
acid side.

Damping Off Control 


NE dream of home gardeners and 

nurserymen seems to have come 
true in the form of a damping-off con- 
trol “Anti-Damp” manufactured — by 
Andrew Wilson, Inc., Springfield, N. J. 
Most of the other known treatments used 
are so powerful that several days must 
elapse before seeds can be sown or cut- 
tings placed and these treatments could 
not be applied to young plants. “Anti-

the spread of the fungus through the 
entire flat, even if used after it has 
started.
